On-call Internal Affairs Bureau personnel assumed the handle on a use of force 
investigation wherein Suspect Ainsworth sustained a fracture to the right elbow while 


being taken into custody by Deputy Daniel Welle (MINA. Deputy Theodor Baljet 
Au Reserve mu rv Reserve Deputy Eugene Wheeler 


( , and Reserve iii William Spargur i and Los Angeles County 
Probation Officer, Witness ( . The subsequent medical 
examination determined Suspect Ainsworth also sustained a fracture to the right little 


finger. 


On August 17, 2014, at approximately hours, Deputies Welle, Baljet, MIN Wheeler, 
Spargur, Sergeant Anna Fernandez -— and Witness vere assigned to work 
at the Antelope Valley (Fair), (Refer to In-Service/Map, Exhibit A). The above 
personnel responded to a fight call at the "Zipper" ride. The call was broadcast on Mutual 
Aid 1 at approximately 2252 Hours (Refer to CD containing radio traffic, Exhibit B). 
Deputy and Deputy Spargur responded to the area and were the first to arrive. They 
contacted a Fair employee, Vict M RR who pointed out and positively 
identified the suspect, Nicholas Ainsworth. Victim MM stated he had been assaulted 
by the suspect moments earlier. Simultaneously, Deputy Welle, Deputy Baljet, Deputy 
Wheeler, Sergeant Fernandez and Witness, Iso started responding to the area. 


Deputies Spargur and Boone Suspect Ainsworth as he was standing in line at a 
carnival ride. Deputy Spargur asked Suspect Ainsworth to step out of the line, Suspect 
Ainsworth refused. Suspect Ainsworth grabbed onto a metal barricade with both his 
hands with his palms facing downward. Deputy Spargur requested backup via his 
handheld radio. 


IAB Note: The metal barricades used at the Fair stand about three 

to four feet in height. They are not permanently affixed to the ground 
and are used to form barriers to the carnival rides as well as to delineate 
areas for line formation (Refer to photographs, Exhibit C). 


INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY 10f 17 FO2363105 


Suspect Ainsworth immediately began to curse at the deputies and stated that he was not 
on probation or parole and was adamant he would not be searched. Deputy Spargur 
rabbed onto Suspect Ainsworth's right arm and tried to pull it off the barricade. Deputy 
tood on Suspect Ainsworth's left side 


IAB Note: In Deputy- supplemental report he did not state he 

used any reportable force by restraining Suspect Ainsworth’s left arm. 
During his interview with IAB investigators he stated he was unsure if he 
actually attempted to pull the suspect's left arm off the barricade. Several 
of the other responding personnel stated that Deputy llli in fact have a 
hold of Suspect Ainsworth's left arm and was attempting to free it from the 
barricade. Based on these facts, Deputywill be considered as an 
involved employee during this investigation. 


Deputy Wheeler arrived at the location and saw Deputies iilan Spargur struggling with 
Suspect Ainsworth and heard Deputy B. for help. Deputy Wheeler walked up 
behind Suspect Ainsworth and placed his hands on both the suspect's forearms in an 
attempt to pull them off the barricade. Suspect Ainsworth continued to yell and curse at 
the personnel and refused to comply with their commands or physical efforts to place his 
hands behind his back. Deputy Welle and Deputy Baljet arrived moments later and saw 
the deputies struggling with Suspect Ainsworth. Deputy Baljet went to Suspect 
Ainsworth's left side and grabbed his left arm. He instructed the suspect to place his 
hands behind his back and ordered him to stop resisting. Deputy Baljet attempted to pull 
his left arm from the barricade. 


Deputy Welle approached from behind as Deputy Baljet placed himself to the left of 
Suspect Ainsworth. Suspect Ainsworth dropped his center of gravity and pulled his arms 
inward toward his waistband area (which had not been searched). Suspect Ainsworth 
continued to yell and ignored the deputies’ commands by holding on tightly to the metal 
barricade. Atthis point, Deputy Baljet was able to free Suspect Ainsworth's left hand 
from the barricade. fi A... and saw the deputies struggling with Suspect 
Ainsworth. Witness grabbed the suspect's right hand and freed it from the 
barricade. 


Deputy Welle came from behind Suspect Ainsworth and applied the carotid restraint 
using his right arm. As Deputy Welle applied the carotid restraint, Deputy Baljet pulled 
Suspect Ainsworth to the left in order to take him to the ground. Suspect Ainsworth fell to 
the asphalt with Deputy Welle on top of him. During the takedown, Witness| 

tripped and fell on top of Deputy Welle and Suspect Ainsworth. 


INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY 2 of 17 FO2363105 


After applying the carotid restraint for a few seconds, Deputy Welle felt Suspect 
Ainsworth's body go limp and heard other personnel saying the suspect “was out." He 
immediately released his grasp of Suspect Ainsworth's neck. Deputy Baljet had 
maintained his grasp of the suspect's left arm during the takedown and was able to 
handcuff his left wrist. Suspect Ainsworth's right arm was stuck under his body after 
being taken down to the ground. Deputy Spargur placed his left knee on the suspect's 
left shoulder to prevent him from getting up. Deputy Spargur reached in between Deputy 
Welle and Suspect Ainsworth and pulled the suspect's right arm from under his body. 
Deputy Baljet was able to place the other handcuff on Suspect Ainsworth's right wrist. 


Suspect Ainsworth was rolled to his side after being handcuffed and medical assistance 
was immediately requested. Once Suspect Ainsworth regained consciousness, he 
immediately became belligerent again and complained of pain to his right elbow. 
Suspect Ainsworth had a visible deformity to his right elbow and was taken from the 
scene for medical treatment. Suspect Ainsworth was transported to Antelope Valley 
Hospital via ambulance. Deputy Annette Lopez (J and Deputy’ 

accompanied Suspect Ainsworth to the hospital. Deputy Welle sustained a small 
abrasion to his left elbow which was treated in the emergency room of the Antelope Valley 
Hospital Medical Center. 


Suspect Ainsworth was arrested for Resisting an Executive Officer (69 PC) and Battery 
(242 PC). Deputy Welle completed an incident report detailing the incident and his use 
offorce. Deputies Spargur, Wheeler and Baljet completed supplemental reports 
documenting their use of force. In addition, Sergeant Fernandez completed a 
supplemental report detailing her actions and observations as well as the actions and 
observations of Witness The incident report, supplemental reports and booking 
packet are included with this case (Exhibit D).

Kimberly Mendoza and Sergeant Jeff Hamil. The interview was conducted at the 
Lancaster Sheriff Station and was digitally audio recorded and transcribed under Job 
#45166. The following is a summary of the interview. See Transcription section for a 
verbatim copy of the interview. 


Witness — was assigned to work the Antelope Valley Fair on August 17, 2014, on the 
PM shift. He was assigned to work with Witness Fernandez. He heard a call broadcast 
over his radio of a "415." He and Witness Fernandez responded to the area of the 
disturbance. When they arrived, he saw several deputies standing around Suspect 
Ainsworth who was swearing and yelling. The deputies were trying to calm the suspect 
down and handcuff him. Suspect Ainsworth refused to be handcuffed and was holding 
onto a railing. Three to four deputies were attempting to handcuff Suspect Ainsworth, 
but he refused to comply. 


Witness saw Suspect Ainsworth make a quick movement toward his waist area 
with his hands. Deputy Welle placed Suspect Ainsworth in the carotid restraint while 
Witness assisted by grabbing Suspect Ainsworth's right hand off of the railin 
allowing the deputies to take him to the ground.

#45167. The following is a summary of the interview. See Transcription section for a 
verbatim copy of the interview. 


Witness Fernandez was assigned to work the Antelope Valley Fair as the on duty 
supervisor during the PM shift on August 17, 2014. She heard a call broadcast on the 
radio indicating some type of fight at the "Zipper" ride. She immediately responded 
toward the direction of the call. She was unsure who responded with her to the call, but 
believed someone walked with her. 


When she got closer to the area, she saw three or four deputies struggling with Suspect 
Ainsworth. She saw the deputies trying to pull the suspect off a metal barricade that he 
was holding on to. She could not hear the conversation between the deputies and the 
suspect due to the loud noise in the carnival area of the fair. Atthat point, she could not 
identify any of the deputies except for Deputy Welle. She continued to walk closer to the 
deputies and heard the deputies ordering Suspect Ainsworth to let go of the railing and 
place his hands behind his back. The suspect was yelling and cursing at the deputies 
and saying something about parole and probation. 


Witness Fernandez saw Deputy Welle and the other deputies pull Suspect Ainsworth's 
hands from the railing and take him to the ground. She did not specifically see Deputy 
Welle apply the carotid restraint nor could she identify which deputy applied which type of 
force. As she was walking toward the incident, she approached either from the side or 
from behind the deputies, as she made her way through a large crowd of people. 


Witness Fernandez did not direct any force due to her arriving "after the incident was 
over.' She provided crowd control due the hundreds of fair patrons standing around and 
watching the incident. Witness Fernandez later interviewed Suspect Ainsworth at the 
hospital (refer to CD, Exhibit F). 


Witness Fernandez did not identify any civilian witnesses to the force incident.

Reserve Deputy William Spargur Amm 


On March 10, 2015, Deputy Spargur was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant 
Kimberly Mendoza and Sergeant Jeff Hamil. The interview was conducted at the 
Lancaster Sheriff Station and was digitally audio recorded and transcribed under Job 
#45163. The following is a summary of the interview. See Transcription section for a 
verbatim copy of the interview. 


Deputy Spargur was assigned to work the PM shiftat the Antelope Valley Fair on August 
17,2014. His partner that evening was Deputy He heard a disturbance call near 
one of the rides in the carnival area. He and Deputy lllesoonaea to the area and 
contacted Victim MM victim | pointed out Suspect Ainsworth to Deputy 
Spargur and identified him as the person who assaulted him. 


Suspect Ainsworth was standing in line for a ride with several people around. Deputy 
Spargur made contact with the suspect and asked him to step out of the line. Suspect 
Ainsworth refused and grabbed the railing of the metal barricade. Deputy Spargur 
grabbed Suspect Ainsworth's right arm and Deputy llraooea the left arm and they tried 
to pull his hands off the barricade but he would not let go. Deputy Spargur requested 
backup or assistance on the radio. As they were trying to pull his hands from the railing, 
he began shouting that he was not on probation or parole. 


Deputy Spargur did not feel that pepper spray would have been a good option in this 
instance due to the large crowd of people in the carnival area. Moments later, he saw 
Deputy Welle arrive from behind Suspect Ainsworth. Deputy Welle wrapped his arm 
around Suspect Ainsworth's neck or chest and pulled him backward, off the railing. 
Suspect Ainsworth was then taken to the ground. Deputy Welle fell on top of Suspect 
Ainsworth during the takedown. 


Deputy Spargur positioned himself on Suspect Ainsworth's left side once he was on the 
ground. He placed his left knee on the suspect's left shoulder to prevent him from getting 
up. Hethen reached in between Deputy Welle's stomach and Suspect Ainsworth's back 
from the left side and pulled the suspect's right arm out from under his body. Deputy 
Spargur had a difficult time pulling his right arm out. He was unsure if Suspect Ainsworth 
was actively resisting. Once the suspect's right arm was out from underneath his body, 
Deputy Baljet placed a handcuff on the right wrist. 
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Deputy Spargur never struck Suspect Ainsworth on the right arm nor did he see anybody 
deliver any blows to Suspect Ainsworth. The only force he used was pulling Suspect 
Ainsworth's arm back, trying to get it off the railing. He felt Suspect Ainsworth might 
have sustained his broken elbow when he was pulling on his right arm to facilitate 
handcuffing.

On March 10, 2015, Deputy [was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant 
Kimberly Mendoza and Sergeant Jeff Hamil. The interview was conducted at the 
Lancaster Sheriff Station and was digitally audio recorded and transcribed under Job 
#45162. The following is a summary of the interview. See Transcription section for a 
verbatim copy of the interview. 


Deputy iiias assigned to work the swing shift at the Antelope Valley Fair on August 17, 
2014. His partner that evening was Deputy Spargur. He heard a call broadcast 
regarding a carnival worker who was assaulted. They responded to the area of the call 
and Suspect Ainsworth was pointed out to them by another fair employee. Suspect 
Ainsworth was standing alone in line. 


Once they approached him, Witness noticed the suspect seemed nervous and had 
the odor of alcohol on him. He appeared to be agitated and told them he was not on 
parole. Deputy Spargur spoke to Suspect Ainsworth as they tried to handcuff him. 
Suspect Ainsworth immediately grabbed hold of the railing on the metal barricade and 
resisted being handcuffed. 


IAB Note: During Deputy {is interview he was not able to recollect 
whether or not he actually used a firm grip on Suspect Ainsworth's left 
arm. He was sure that Deputy Spargur had the suspect's right arm. 
Deputy llis aia he may have grabbed the suspect's left arm although 
his supplemental report stated he did not use force. 


Approximately one minute later, Deputies Welle and Baljet arrived to their location. 
Once they arrived, he stepped out of the way and they took over. Deputies Welle and 
Baljet were able to remove the suspect's hands from the railing and take him to the 
ground. Both deputies fell on top of Suspect Ainsworth on the ground. After suspect 
Ainsworth was handcuffed and regained consciousness, he was screaming, "I'm not on 
parole, l'm not on probation."

On March 10, 2015, Deputy Wheeler was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant 
Kimberly Mendoza and Sergeant Jeff Hamil. The interview was conducted at the 
Lancaster Sheriff Station and was digitally audio recorded and transcribed under Job 
#45165. The following is a summary of the interview. See Transcription section for a 
verbatim copy of the interview. 


Deputy Wheeler was assigned to work the PM shift at the Antelope Valley Fair on August 
17, 2014. He had an assigned partner that evening, however he could not recall who it 
was. He stated a call was broadcast on the radio regarding a “415 in the carnival.” He 
and his partner acknowledged on the radio they were responding and started to walk 
towards the carnival area. Once he arrived to the area, he saw Suspect Ainsworth 
holding on to the railing and Deputies Spargur and liinc to restrain him. Deputy 
yelled, "Help", as the suspect was yelling at the deputies. 


Deputy Wheeler walked up behind Suspect Ainsworth and placed both his hands on the 
suspect's forearms, from behind. Suspect Ainsworth “jerked away" a couple times, but 
was unsuccessful in breaking Deputy Wheeler's grasp. Deputy Wheeler smelled the 
odor of alcohol on Suspect Ainsworth and believed he might have been under the 
influence of something because of his strength. After a few moments, Deputy Welle 
arrived and tried to pull the suspect loose a couple of times before applying the carotid 
restraint. 


Deputy Wheeler let go of Suspect Ainsworth, as he was taken to the ground. After 
several seconds, Deputy Welle released the carotid restraint, Suspect Ainsworth was 
handcuffed while unconscious and then rolled to his side. Suspect Ainsworth regained 
consciousness seconds later and started yelling again. Deputy Wheeler never saw any 
personnel punch or hit Suspect Ainsworth on the arm. 


Deputy Theodor Baljet A 


On March 10, 2015, Deputy Baljet was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant 
Kimberly Mendoza and Sergeant Jeff Hamil. The interview was conducted at the 
Lancaster Sheriff Station and was digitally audio recorded and transcribed under Job 
#45256. The following is a summary of the interview. See Transcription section for a 
verbatim copy of the interview. 


Deputy Baljet was assigned to work the PM shift at the Antelope Valley Fair on August 17, 


2014. He was partnered up with Deputy Welle on that evening. A call was broadcast of 
a gang member assaulting a fair employee. 
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He and Deputy Welle responded to the location of the call. When they arrived, he saw 
Suspect Ainsworth standing against a metal barricade and holding on to it with both 
hands. Deputies Spargur and iere with Suspect Ainsworth, one on each side. The 
deputies were trying to pull the suspect's arms back and off of the barricade. 


Deputy Baljet approached the suspect on the left side as Deputy Welle walked toward the 
right side. He took hold of Suspect Ainsworth's left forearm and ordered him to stop 
resisting and place his hands behind his back. Suspect Ainsworth was visibly agitated 
and was squeezing the barricade very tightly. Suspect Ainsworth was saying over and 
over again that he was not on parole or probation. 


Deputy Baljet was eventually able to free suspect Ainsworth’s left hand from the 
barricade. Suspect Ainsworth then lowered his center of gravity and pulled his arms 
inward toward his body. Deputy Baljet believed the suspect was getting ready to fight. 
Deputy Baljet said out loud to the other deputies, “take him down.” At this time, Deputy 
Welle and WitnessllllgDwwere on the suspect's right side. As Deputy Baljet started to 
pull Suspect Ainsworth down to the left, Deputy Welle applied the carotid restraint. 
Suspect Ainsworth fell down to the ground with Deputy Welle on top of him. 


During and after the takedown, Deputy Baljet was able to maintain control! of Suspect 
Ainsworth’s left arm and he quickly handcuffed the left wrist. Deputy Welle got off 
Suspect Ainsworth and it appeared he was unconscious. Deputy Spargur was able to 
pull the suspect's right arm from under his body after some struggle and Deputy Baljet 
handcuffed the suspect's right wrist. They immediately rolled Suspect Ainsworth to his 
left side and pulled his knee up to support his weight. Deputy Baljet called for 902R via 
his radio as Deputy Welle checked his breathing and pulse. 


Deputy Baljet never saw any personnel strike Suspect Ainsworth on the right arm. 


Deputy Daniel Welle EN 


On March 10, 2015, Deputy Welle was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant 
Kimberly Mendoza and Sergeant Jeff Hamil. The interview was conducted at the 
Lancaster Sheriff Station and was digitally audio recorded and transcribed under Job 
#45164. The following is a summary of the interview. See Transcription section for a 
verbatim copy of the interview. 


Deputy Welle was assigned to work the PM shift at the Antelope Valley Fair on August 17, 
2014. He was partnered up with Deputy Baljet on that evening to work gang 
suppression. A call was broadcast of a fair employee that was assaulted. As they 
approached the area, he saw two deputies talking to Suspect Ainsworth. Deputy Welle 
could not hear the conversation, but based on the body language, it appeared suspect 
Ainsworth was resisting what the deputies were telling him. 
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As Deputy Welle continued to get closer to the area, he saw Suspect Ainsworth grab the 
metal barricade with both his hands. It appeared that Deputies Spargur and ere 
trying to remove the suspect's hands from the barricade. He heard Suspect Ainsworth 
call the deputies, "Bitches." Deputy Welle also heard Suspect Ainsworth say he refused 
to be searched because he was not on probation or parole. 


As Deputy Welle closed the distance, he saw Suspect Ainsworth lower his center of 
gravity, dropping his shoulders and buttocks. Although he could not tell if the suspect's 
hands left the railing, it appeared that his hands were reaching toward his waistband area. 
Deputy Welle was now directly behind Suspect Ainsworth, and he feared that the suspect 
was preparing to arm himself. 


Deputy Welle quickly evaluated his force options at this point. He believed his only 
viable option to stop the threat immediately was to apply the carotid restraint. He has 
used it before and found it to be very effective. He placed his right arm around Suspect 
Ainsworth's neck and placed his left arm behind the neck and completed the carotid 
restraint. After he began applying it, he stood straight up to create more tension and gain 
an advantage. This caused Suspect Ainsworth to raise up from the ground. 


IAB Note: Deputy Welle is 6'8” tall and Suspect Ainsworth is 5'10” tall. 


After pulling Suspect Ainsworth up, he began to fall to the left, toward the ground. 
Deputy Welle maintained his hold of the suspect's neck because he was still moving. He 
was unsure of what the suspect was doing because he was focused on maintaining the 
carotid restraint. They hit the ground and Suspect Ainsworth continued moving for a few 
more seconds before losing consciousness. He felt the suspect's body go slack and 
heard other deputies yelling, "He's out. We got his hands.” Deputy Welle released the 
carotid restraint. He got off Suspect Ainsworth and saw he was handcuffed and noticed 
his right elbow looked injured. 


During the force incident, Deputy Welle was not really aware of the other deputies' actions 
due to the fact he was completely focused on his application of the carotid restraint. He 
felt he needed to pay close attention to the suspect's body in the event he lost 
consciousness quicker than he believed he should or it was not effective and the suspect 
was able to arm himself. 


Once the ambulance arrived on scene, Suspect Ainsworth was taken away for medical 


treatment. Deputy Welle did not see any personnel punch, kick or strike Suspect 
Ainsworth during the force incident. 
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SUSPECT STATEMENTS: 
Nicholas Ainsworth, Booking # 4070201 


On August 18, 2014, at 0154 hours, Suspect Ainsworth was interviewed at Antelope 
Valley Hospital by Witness Sergeant Fernandez. The interview was videotaped and a 
CD with a copy of the interview is included with this case (refer to Exhibit F). 


On August 18, 2014, at approximately 0340 hours, Suspect Ainsworth was interviewed at 
Antelope Valley Hospital by Lancaster Station Watch Commander, Lieutenant Richard 
Martinez Am The interview was videotaped and a DVD with a copy of the 
interview is included with this case (refer to Exhibit F). 


IAB Note: In each of the interviews with Sergeant Fernandez and 
Lieutenant Martinez, Suspect Ainsworth stated he was not on parole 

or probation a minimum of five times. He also indicated he was a two 
striker and wished to go home. His statements in these two interviews are 
consistent with his statements made to IAB investigators. 


On August 18, 2014, Suspect Ainsworth was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeant Kimberly Mendoza and Sergeant Jeff Hamil. The interview was conducted at 
the Antelope Valley Hospital, Room 445, and was digitally audio recorded and 
transcribed under Job #42490. The following is a summary of the interview. See 
Transcription section for a verbatim copy of the interview. 


Suspect Ainsworth stated he was in line for the "Zipper" ride when he was told by the ride 
operator there were no single riders allowed. Suspect Ainsworth said he left the line 
after the operator said he was going to call the sheriff. He went to another ride and after 
getting off that ride, the deputies came over to him. 


Suspect Ainsworth saw about six or seven deputies walk towards him. One of the 
deputies grabbed him from the back of the neck quickly to get his attention. Suspect 
Ainsworth reacted by grabbing the railing with both his hands. He said he did this to 
show he did not have any weapons. One of the deputies said, “Hey, | need to talk to 
you.” Suspect Ainsworth told the deputy he could search him. All of the sudden, a 
deputy dropped his elbow on his right arm as he was holding the railing. 


Suspect Ainsworth denied hearing any instructions from the deputies such as to remove 
his hands from the railing or to place his hands behind his back. He allowed the deputies 
to search him as he held on to the railing. The next thing he remembered was being on 
the ground and hearing the deputies yelling, “Cuff him, cuff him." He told the deputies he 
was not on probation or parole. After he was handcuffed, he immediately felt the pain to 
his right hand and elbow. 


Suspect Ainsworth said he did not know how his hand got injured. He speculated that it 
was stomped on but did not know for sure. He did not feel that the deputies hurt his hand 
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intentionally. Suspect Ainsworth did not recall being placed in the carotid restraint nor 
losing consciousness. He was unable to identify any of the deputies involved in the force 
incident or the deputy that allegedly dropped an elbow on his right arm. 


Suspect Ainsworth initially denied assaulting Victim Ml rior to his contact with the 
deputies. After further questioning, he did admit to pushing Victim — the chest 
area. Suspect Ainsworth stated he drank two beers and two long island ice teas prior to 
having contact with the deputies. He denied taking any medication or illegal drugs that 
evening. Suspect Ainsworth was not under the care of'a psychiatrist nor has he ever 
been diagnosed with a mental disorder. 


SUSPECT INJURIES: 


During his videotaped interviews with Sergeant Fernandez, Lieutenant Martinez and IAB 
Investigators, Suspect Ainsworth complained of pain to his right elbow, right hand, and 
the fingers on his right hand. Sergeant Mendoza observed the following injuries to 
Suspect Ainsworth; swelling and redness to his right elbow and right hand. Refer to 
photographs of suspect's injuries (Exhibit G). 


Sergeant Mendoza obtained Suspect Ainsworth's medical records (Exhibit H) from 
Antelope Valley Hospital (Patient «MEN. Suspect Ainsworth was diagnosed with 
multiple small fractures to the elbow as well as a dislocation. Specifically, his medical 
paperwork noted; "There are multiple small comminuted fractures of the coronoid process 
of the ulna and trochlea of the distal humerus.” He was also diagnosed with a fracture to 
his right pinky finger. Specifically his medical paperwork noted; “An oblique fracture is 
noted of the mid diaphysis of the right fifth metacarpal displace approximate 2 mm." 


Suspect Ainsworth's medical paperwork also noted he was tested for the presence of 
Ethanol in his bloodstream. The sample was collected on August 17, 2014, at 2356 
hours. The results showed he had 187 mg/dL of Ethanol in his bloodstream. 


IAB Note: 187 mg/dL of Ethanol in the bloodstream is equivalent 
to approximately .16% BAC per Senior Criminalist Somavadey Neal, 
ru of Scientific Services Bureau, Forensic Alcohol Section. 


Sergeant Mendoza made several attempts to contact the treating physician, Nitin Shah 
M.D. for an interview. Per Doctor Nitin's office manager, Laura, the doctor declined to be 
interviewed, either in person or via telephone. Laura stated Doctor Nitin could not offer 
any additional information that is not already found in the patient's medical file. 


DEPUTY PERSONNEL INJURIES: 
Deputy Welle was injured during the use of force, sustaining a minor abrasion to his left 
elbow. The injury was documented by Witness Fernandez on an Employee Injury 


Report under File# 014-17159-1120-502. Deputy Welle was treated in the emergency 
room of the Antelope Valley Hospital by Dr. Tyler Stanley. 
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PHYSICAL EVIDENCE:

REVIEW OF VIDEO SURVIELLENCE: 


On August 19, 2014, Sergeant Mendoza contacted Sergeant Theresa Dawson +i 
Sergeant Dawson oversees the operations of the Antelope Valley Fair for the Los 
Angeles County Sheriff s Department. Sergeant Dawson was assigned as 110FS on 
August 17, 2014. Sergeant Dawson indicated there were no surveillance cameras in 
that area of the carnival were the force incident occurred. 


INVESTIGATORS OBSERVATIONS: 

On August 19, 2014, Sergeant Mendoza photographed the location at the Antelope 
Valley Fairgrounds (refer to photographs, Exhibit C). The photographs were taken two 
days later during daylight hours when the fairgrounds were closed. There was nothing 
significant noted at the scene.

RADIO TRANSMISSION: 

Personnel working at the Antelope Valley Fairgrounds were assigned to Mutual Aid 1 for 


all of their non-emergent radio communications. All radio traffic from the incident is 
contained on Compact Disc (Exhibit B). All calls for service during the fair were 


broadcast by the desk personnel, 110FD1, (Reserve Deputy Charles Klein (MEME or 
110FD2, (Reserve Deputy Michael Kuper 1 


The original call was voiced on Mutual Aid 1 at 2252 hours. The call stated, “Possible 
415 at the Zipper." 110F10 stated they were, “en route on foot." 110F6 stated they 
were 10-97. Several seconds later, an unknown unit put out radio traffic that is 
undiscernible, possibly 110F6. 


IAB Note: During his interview with IAB Investigators, Deputy Spargur 
indicated he requested either back-up or assistance via his radio. 
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There were a few updates from 110FD between 2252 and 2256 hours, giving updated 
locations and suspect descriptions. At 2256, Deputy Baljet requested 902R for Suspect 
Ainsworth.

On September 24, 2014, Suspect Ainsworth was convicted of (1) count of 69 PC. He was 
sentenced to 2 years state prison. 


WEATHER AND LIGHTING CONDITIONS: 


The incident occurred in darkness at approximately 2300 hours. However, the 
fairgrounds were well illuminated. Weather and lighting conditions were not a factor in 
this use of force. 
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
